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SUNDRY MATTERS. 

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE FUND. 

Under this title my immediate predecessor reported last year, 
that during the previous year a temporary injunction had been 
served on him as Treasurer, restraining him from paying the 
nineteen thousand dollars received from the United States for 
educational purposes, to Storrs' Agricultural School, as directed 
by the General Assembly. He then said, and I now repeat, 
" a final determination of the questions arising in this suit has 
not yet been reached, and the injunction is still in force." Since 
the injunction was first served, there have been two annual pay- 
ments, from the United States, for this purpose, one for twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000), and one for twenty-one thousand dol- 
lars ($21,000), both of which await, with the first sum of nine- 
teen thousand dollars ($19,000), the final determination referred 
to.
